Defending Earteru "Tete, Clack Kuighte 


Retain "Lonely Eud” Offense 


HE “Lonely End” offense which so thoroughly captivated the college 
T football world and proved the instrument by which Army was to 

achieve the Hastern championship and an undefeated season in '58 is 
once again the order of the day on the Plain. MD 

Conceived by Earl H. (Red) Blaik in his final season at West Point 
as an antidote for the numerical superiority of Army’s major opponents, 
the “Lonely End” offense was considered the first entirely new offensive 
concept in football in a half century. 

Coach Dale Hall—who succeeded Blaik following a brilliant 18 year 
career on the Plain—has installed “some new wrinkles” and plans to 
exploit the “unsociable end” even more than was done in ’58. 

“I think this attack has untouched possibilities,” Hall said at the 
time of his appointment. “Moreover, the coaches and the Cadets are 
sold on it. So we'll keep it and try to advance along the line Colonel 
Blaik set up." 

To accomplish his mission “of continuing the winning tradition estab- 
lished by Red Blaik," Hall's first move was to retain the same coaching 
Staff of Tom Harp, Chuck Gottfried, Frank Lauterbur and Bill Gunlock. 
John Rauch, former backfield coach at Georgia, was added to fill the post 
vacated by Hall. 

A nucleus of 13 lettermen reported back, and replacements for 12 
graduated lettermen must be developed. Biggest loss, of course, is 
former captain Pete Dawkins, everyone’s all-America and winner of both 
the Heisman and Maxwell trophies. In general, the most important task 
confronting the staff is the development of a new interior line which was 
removed in its entirety from tackle to tackle through graduation. 

Intact from the ’58 championship squad are only four regulars. In- 
cluded in this array are captain-elect Bill “lonely end” Carpenter, Don 
“sociable end” Usry, Joe Caldwell, quarterback and Bob Anderson, two-

time all-America at left halfback. Anderson could possibly be only 
the fourth Army player in history to make the first all-America team 
three consecutive years. The late Chris Cagle who starred in the Roarin’ 
Twenties, and fabulous Doc Blanchard and Glenn Davis who cavorted 
in the early forties compose the elite trio. 

Carpenter in his select role as the “lonely end” proved to be one of 
the great receivers in the 70 year history of the sport here. He piled 
up 453 yards and 2 touchdowns. His 22 catches tied the all-time West 
Point mark in this department set by Dan Foldberg in 1950. Usry was 
also a solid threat as a receiver. He picked off 10 passes for 145 yards 
and also scored twice via the air lanes. 


Filling the void at quarterback beautifully with a pressurized perform- 
ance that probably was the key of the entire Season, Caldwell may even 
exceed his great junior year contribution as a passer. With only a few 
minutes of playing time in one game under his belt from the ’57 season, 
Caldwell took command of the field generals job and directed the at- 
tack with aplomb. His thread-needle passing proved decisive for the 
Black Knights in most every contest. He completed 54 of 120 and pegged 
8 for touchdowns. 


There is à plethora of good backs on the *squad. Rounding out the 
starting quartet are Steve Waldrop at right halfback and probably John 
Eielson at fullback. Waldrop is an excellent replacement for Dawkins 
and in some phases may be as good as his exciting predecessor. Eielson 
is a strong, sturdy performer who was hurt most of last season, but who 
has the natural talents to fit into the first backfield unit primarily as a 
blocker. Other backs who are certain to be heard from are Glen Adams, 
an ace on defense last season; Roger Zailskas, speedy runner; Danny 
Minor, a potentially good broken field threat; Don Bonko, a seasoned 
fullback; Tom Blanda, an able passer, and George Kirschenbauer, leading 


scorer and ground-gainer from the Plebe squad. 
There is considerable apprehension with respect to the forward 
wall, Of prime concern to Hall and his staff is the tackle situation. Of 


{he five leading candidates, only Bill Yost is a letterman, and he is a

questionable quantity as a result of a knee operation. Scotty Brown, 
Gerry Clements and Dale Kuhns are all capable of breaking into the 
starting lineup. Bob McCarthy from the JV also looks impressive. Kuhns 
is potentially an outstanding prospect lacking only in experience. 

Though not considered desperate, the guard situation needs bolster- 
ing in depth. Al Vanderbush, a regular throughout the first half of '58 
until set back by a head injury in the Pittsburgh game, is outstanding 
and may be of all-America timber. He, incidentally, is the only ex- 
perienced guard on the squad. Behind him are sophs Jerry Seay and 
Mike Casp, and Phil Sykes, a converted end. Harry Miller, promoted 
from JV status, has the inside track at left guard. In his shadow are 
Barry Butzer, a powerful sophomore, and Mike Jezior who though a 
senior has played only sporadically the past two seasons. 

There is not much concern on the coaching staff over the starting 
center. Bob Oswandel has proved a titan at middle guard on defense. 
He has the advantage of having had considerable game experience alter- 
nating with Bill Rowe last fall. Dick Buckner and George Joulwan, a 
pair of exceptionally good competitors are vying for the second string 
berth but neither has had any considerable playing time. Ken Herring 
and Tom Brewer are not to be discounted. Brewer was out of spring ` 
practice with cellulitis. 


The schedule is exceptionally strong by any standards. In fact, it 
is the considered opinion of General Douglas MacArthur, an intensely 
interested Army football follower, that “this is the toughest schedule ever 
undertaken by the cadets." Included in the nine game slate are Boston 
College, Illinois, Penn State, Duke, Colorado State, Air Force Academy, 
Villanova, Oklahoma and Navy. The return to Yankee Stadium for the 
Air Force game marks the first time the Black Knights have played in the 
Home of Champions since 1951. 

Coach Halls summary of the over-all situation is this: “We ac- 
complished what we set out to do in spring practice. We believe that 
we have fashioned a strong forward passing attack. However, consider- 
ing the schedule and the status of our interior line, Army must be re- 
garded as a questionable quantity."

Head Coach , 


HE 1959 season at the United States Military Academy takes on an 
T aura of added importance with the introduction of Dale Stanley Hall 
as the 23rd football coach. 

No newcomer to the West Point athletic scene, Dale is eminently 
qualified to assume the portfolio relinquished by Earl H. (Red) Blaik 
after 18 seasons here. 

Molded in the Blaik tradition, Dale played for, and coached under 
his predecessor, and, in fact, stated that he will pattern his techniques 
along similar lines which proved so Successful during the Blaik era. 

Dale has logged ten years of varsity coaching experience in various 
npacities and though this is his initial season as a head mentor he was 
deemed the logical choice by Lieut. Gen. Garrison Davidson, Superintend- 
ont, the Athletic Board, the coaching staff, and, of course, Blaik. 
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In accepting the position, Hall said: “This is the realization of an 
ambition I have had since I was a cadet. Following Colonel Blaik is a 
tremendous challenge and probably the most difficult task in football. He 
established a winning tradition at West Point and it is the intention of 
myself, the staff, the administration and every Army man that this tradi- 
tion be continued.” 


A West Point graduate, Class of 1945, Hall launched his coaching 
career in 1949 following his separation from the service with the rank of 
first lieutenant. Three of his service years were spent in Germany 
where he coached the Second Constabulary Regiment to the European 
championship. 

He resigned his commission to enter the coaching profession breaking 
in under Stu Holcomb at Purdue. Following two years at Purdue, Dale 
moved on to New Hampshire for a one year stay as line coach, head 
basketball and tennis mentor. The University of Florida then beckoned 
in 1952 and Dale was signed by Bob Woodruff as backfield coach where 
he remained until returning to the Plain in 1956. 


The appointment of Hall follows the Academy’s pattern of filling the 
head coaching job with a graduate. However, Hall becomes only the 
second civilian in the modern era to hold the post. Prior to Blaik the 
last civilian to occupy the post was G. P. Dyre, a Cornell alumnus, during 
the 1896 season. 

Hall was a superlative athlete at the Military Academy during his 
under-graduate career from 1942-45. He achieved fame in football, basket- 
ball and tennis, and ‘was the recipient of the Army Athletic Association 
trophy presented annual- 
ly to the man who rend- 
ers "the most valuable. 
service to athletics during” 
his cadet career." He is 
the first and only Army 
basketball player ever to 
make the first team all- 
America, and also captain- 
ed the cadet cagers. 

Dale has decided to con- 
tinue the “lonely end" of- 
fense instituted by Blaik 
last fall. “I think this at- 
tack has untouched pos- 
sibilities,” Hall said. 
“Moreover, the coaches 
and cadets are sold on it. 
So well keep it and try 
to advance along the line 
Colonel Blaik set up, with 
some new wrinkles, of 
course.” 

Dale and his wife, Laura 
Faye, have three daugh- 
ters, Laura Jean (8), Mary 
Susan (6) and Janet Faye 
(4). 


Assistants 
Charles Gottfried 


Now starting his third season as 
end coach, he is the only Big Ten repre- 
sentative currently serving on the West 
Point staff. 

Has been coaching since gradua- 
tion from the University of Illinois in 
1950, alternating between the high 
school and collegiate ranks. 

A native of East St. Louis, Ill, he 
has served four years at the secondary 
school level at Urbana and Thornton 
High Schools. His previous college ex- 
perience was a three-year stint at the 
University of Idaho as line coach. 

An outstanding athlete he was no- 
tably successful in football and wrestling 
as an undergraduate. Wearing the colors 
of the Fighting Illini he won the Big Ten 
heavyweight wrestling diadem in 1948, and was runner-up for the 
national championship the same year. 

In football he was an all-Big Ten guard in 1948 and played with the 
Illinois team that won the conference title in 1946 and the succeeding 
Rose Bowl game. He also participated in the Blue-Gray all-star game 
at Montgomery, Ala., in 1949. 


Bill Gunlock 


An outstanding young line coach, he 
joined the Army staff as offensive line 
coach in 1958. 

This is his third collegiate coaching 
position. He came to the Military Acad- 
emy from Bowling Green University 
where he tutored the line for three sea- 
sons. During this assignment he had a 
hand in developing four all-Ohio line- 
men. Last fall, the Falcons won the mid- 
American conference, were runners-up 
the two previous seasons, and lost only 
two of 27 games during the three years. 

He launched his coaching career at 
Heidelberg College in Tiffon, Ohio, in 
1953, serving as line coach for two sea- 
sons. 


A graduate of Miami (Ohio) Univers- 
ity, he played three seasons at offensive guard and figured in the Red- 
skins’ victory over Arizona State in the 1951 Salad Bowl game. During 
his two-year enlistment in the Army, he played on the Fort Knox 
and Brook Army Medical Center elevens in 1951 and 1952.

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Tom Harp 


Hailing from Barnesville, Ohio, he 
is now in his fourth season as offensive 
backfield coach on the West Point staff. 

Broke in on the college level when 
he was selected by Coach Earl Blaik as 
the Army backfield coach in 1956 follow- 
ing a successful career in the Ohio high 
school coaching ranks. 

During his five-year tenure at Car- 
rollton and Massillon High Schools, his 
teams won 37, lost 9, and tied 2 for an 
impressive .779 ‘winning percentage. 

He launched his coaching career at 
Carrollton High and following three suc- 
cessful years moved on and up to Mas- 
sillon, a school famed as a perennial 
power in the grid-conscious Buckeye 
State. 

A graduate of Muskingum College in 1951, he also did post-graduate 
work at Kent University. He alternated between quarterback and full- 
back as an undergraduate at Muskingum. 


Frank Lauterbur 


A native of Sidney, Ohio, he is cur- 
rently in his third season as defensive 
line coach on the West Point staff. 

Over the past decade he has had 
varied experience at the professional, 
college and high school levels. 

Prior to coming to the Military 
Academy, he was the defensive line 
coach with the Baltimore Colts of the 
National Professional League for two 
years. 

His collegiate coaching other than 
at West Point was a two-year term at 
Kent State in 1953 and 1954 where he 
coached the line.

CAPTAIN BILL CARPENTER, ’60, 6-2, 210, 21, End, Springfield, Pa. 


IRMLY established in football’s firmament as the first.,“lonely end," 
F he captured the plaudits of his teammates by being elected the 70th 

captain in the glorious history of the game at the Military Academy. 
A brilliant and dedicated athlete, he became the key operative in the first 
entirely new concept of offensive football in fifty years created by Earl 
(Red) Blaik. The 11th end to be elected 
to the captaincy at West Point, and the 
first since Dan Foldberg, an all-Amer- 
ica in 1950, Carpenter was faced 
with a succession of injuries throughout 
his career that might have discouraged 
one of lesser heart. The injury jinx has 
plagued him, on and off the field, since 
high school days. As a high school jun- 
ior he received a serious kidney injury 
that all but ended his career. His doc- 
tor advised that he would never com- 
pete in contact sports again. Bills in- 
dominatable spirit rose to the front and 
he came back to play in the last game 
that season. As a Plebe at the Academy 
he was forced out of action after the first 
game of the season with a knee opera- 
tion. The following year he severely 
injured the ligaments and tendons of 
the right ankle in a jeep accident at near-by Camp Buckner which kept 
him on the sidelines more than half of the 1957 season. In his most 
recent entanglement he broke his nose in spring practice. Though not 
serious in nature, it is interesting to note that this marked the eighth 
time his proboscis has been so distended. Escaping injury in 1958, Bill 
developed into one of the finest receivers in Army history. In catching 
22 passes—for 453 yards and 2 touchdowns—he tied the Academy record 
in this department set by Dan Foldberg in 1950. A widely sought after 
athlete he was offered scholarships by 28 leading colleges, including 
Navy. And speaking of Navy he and Jimmy Dunn, Middie football cap- 
tain, were high school rivals. A top ranking man in military aptitude, 
he holds the rank of color corporal. His best friend in the Corps of 
Cadets incidentally is teammate Bob Anderson whom he traveled to 
Europe with in the summer of ’58. Prior to entering the Military Acad- 
emy, Bill starred in football, basketball and track at Springfield High 
nnd captained all three sports. Held both the county and district low 
hurdles records. Likes reading and has a particular preference for 
military history and adventure books. What are his impressions about 
the "lonely end," and following Pete Dawkins as team captain? “It is 
more difficult, I find, to run the pass routes from a wide flanker, and

The first Army football player since the herald- 
ed Doc Blanchard and Glenn Davis to have an oppor- 
tunity to be a three-time all-America. Only other 
cadet besides the fabulous “Mr. Inside and Mr. Out- 
Side" to earn the accolade three times running was 
the late Chris Cagle. Though playing somewhat in 
the shadow of the briliant Pete Dawkins in '58, 
Andy nevertheless proved a key cog in the cadet 
machinery. Equally adept in all departments — 
blocking, tackling, running, passing, receiving and 
pass defense—he is indeed a full-fledged all-Amer- 
ica. His best effort came in the climatic service 
clash with Navy when he scored 16 points. In sea- 
son statistics he led the cadets in rushing with 564 
yards and in total offense with 707 yards. He 
Scored 6 touchdowns and tallied 42 points. Following a magnificent year- 
ling season, he was acclaimed by Coach Earl Blaik as the “best West 
Point sophomore since Glenn Davis."

The first 
mules to enter this country were gifts from Spain presented to General 
George Washington shortly after the Revolutionary War. Sturdy and 
dependable, the mule was used to haul guns and supplies in many of 
our nation's battles. In the bush country of the Philippines, the rice 
fields of China and the mud of France, the mule proved a faithful Ser- 
vant to the foot soldier. Used in all wars except the Revolutionary 
these hybrids saw duty in the War of 1812, Spanish American War Worid 
War I and in Italy and the Pacific during World War II. The West 
Point mule stable currently numbers five, two of which have been re- 
tired. Mr. Jackson, oldest at 34, and Pancho, 19 year old burro pre- 
sented by former Ambassador Colon Alfaro of Ecuador, have been put 
out to pasture. Pancho II, another burro, Hannibal, seen at Army games 
the past ten years, and Trotter, the newest and largest weighing 1,500 
pounds, are on hand for all games at Michie Stadium, and at least one 
of the trio travels to games away whenever transportation is feasible.
